pected. President Eisenhower has 
warned that no great optimism 
should be worked up over any 
immediate results from the con­ 
ference. 
It is natural that many 
A m e r i c a n s b e skeptical in meet­ 
ing the Russians. 
From past ex­ 
perience, we have learned the 
"hard way." 
Personally, I think if anyone 
can deal with tho Russians, the 
president can do so without re­ 
sulting harm. 


The k e y to any conference with 
the Soviet Union is the control of 
the A and II bombs. 
No one is 
going to bi' 
foolish enough to 
agree to outlawing nuclear wea­ 
pons with some system of strict 
inspection. 
Tho 
Russians 
have 
given no indication they will ac­ 
cept such. 
Tho next question arises as to 
whether or not even strict inspec­ 
tion would be safe. 
The time is 
rapidly passing} when it requires 
Poy great plant or obvious prep­ 
aration in manufacturing the A 
and II bombs. Tile scientists have 
reduced the size of the operation 
to the extent that 
it is much 
easier to hide than those pro­ 
duced earlier. 
That 
A and FT 
weapons have become much sim­ 
pler and less likely of detection. 


Together with the scientific dis­ 
coveries of our age. probably the 
advancement made in atomic and 
nuclear research 
since 
19 41 
is 
equally fantastic. 
Recently a friend of mine told 
me that ho had flown in an ordi­ 
nary airplane from Mount S in a i 
to the River Jordan in 40 minutes. 
Ile fie waver the same route taken 
by Moses and the Israelites.

took them 40 years. 
Perhaps 
the

in 
the awful weapons of destruction 
can compare to this progress, 
It seems to mo that the only 
real decision to reach toward a 
guarantee of peace in the world 
is for all nations and men to real

war. 
This means, as I have maintained 
since the advent of these awful 
weapons, that we will l>e living 
in a world of tension for a long 
time to come. 
The sooner we

not have to face.

Summer Diseases of 
Children M a y Be Held 
In Check by Caution 


The 
summer 
season 
always 
brings an increase in the incidence 
of dysentery, diarrhea and enter­ 
itis, all of which arc major men­ 
aces to the lives of small children, 
annually causing the death or ill­ 
ness of hundreds of Texas young­ 
sters. 
Dr. Henry Rolle, commissioner 
of health, declares that the chief 
cause of these intestinal diseases 
are contaminated milk, water or 
food; 
allowing the child to get 
overheated or exhausted: 
exces­ 
sive sugar in the infant’s formula 
and foods that have been improp­ 
erly refrigerated. 
All foods should be clean and 
fresh and all left-overs should be 
refrigerated so as to avoid spoil­ 
age. 
The utmost care should be 
used in preparing the infant's for 
mula which should, of course, be 
prescribed by a physician and his 
recommendations as to sanitation 
precautions and correct refrigera­ 
tion should be implicitly followed. 
The 
commissioner 
of 
health 
warned parents especially of the 
disease transmission by flies. Chil­ 
dren iii any home that is not free 
from flies are in danger of con­ 
tracting dysentery or other intes­ 
tinal diseases which may he fatal. 
If dysentery or diarrhea symp­ 
toms appear in your child, call 
vour doctor immediately, Dr. Hol­ 
lo advises. 
His treatment of the 
disease 
is 
your best insurance 
against fatal diseases, since such 
diseases are really a very serious 
threat to the child’s life. 
Do not 
depend 
on 
home remedies for di­ 
arrhea 
or 
dysentery; consult a 
competent physician and let him 
start the safest and hest treat­ 
ment which medical science has 
available for 
combatting 
these 
diseases.

In Check by Caution

summer 
season 
always 
brings an increase in the incidence 
of dysentery, diarrhea and enter­ 
itis, all of which are major men­ 
aces to the lives of small children, 
annually causing the death or ill­ 
ness of hundreds of Texas young­ 
sters. 


Dr. Henry Rolle, commissioner 
of health, declares that the chief 
cause of these intestinal disease's 
are contaminated milk, water or 
food: 
allowing the child to get 
overheated or exhausted: 
exces­ 
sive sugar in the infant’s formula 
and foods that have been improp­ 
erly refrigerated. 
All foods should he clean and 
fresh and all left-overs should be 
refrigerated so as to avoid spoil­ 
age. 
The utmost care should be 
used in preparing the infant’s for­ 
mula which should, of course, be 
prescribed by a physician and his 
recommendations as to sanitation 
precautions and correct refrigera- 
t ion should be implicitly followed. J 
The 
commissioner 
of 
health 
warned parents especially of the 
disease transmission by flies. Chil­ 
dren in any home that is not free 
from flies are in danger of con­ 
tra ct in 
dysentery or other intes­ 
tinal diseases which may be fatal. 
If dysentery or di - rrhea symp­ 
toms appear in your child, call 
your doctor immediately, Dr. Hol­ 
lo ad\ ises. 
His treatment of the 
disease is your 
best 
insurance 
against fatal diseases, since such 
diseases are really a very serious 
threat to the child’s life. 
Do not 
depend on home remedies for di­ 
arrhea or dysentery; 
consult a 
competent physician and let him 
start the safest and best treat­ 
ment which medical science has 
available for 
combatting 
these 
diseases.
